Greek Border Quiet as Bulgarians Retreat 


Island Back

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Interest Rates Creep Up 
As U. S. Borrowing Grows 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK, (AP) — Interest 


rates creep higher as the Treas- 
ury borrows 
more and 
more 


money. 


It's borrowing the money be- 


cause the government is spending 
more for defense and other items 
than it's taking in through taxes. 


When Treasury rates advance, 


interest charges on commercial 
loans and individual financing, 
such as mortgages, usually firm 
up. too. 


Faced with a "tight money mar- 


ket", the Treasury this week of- 
fered to pay the highest rate in 
nearly 20 years for one-year mon- 
ey—it will now pay two per cent 
on certificates coming due in one 
year, a rise of M of one per cent. 


More significantly, perhaps, the 


Treasury said it wouldn't refund 
in December some 16'/2 billion in 
long-term bonds, beanng either 
two or two and one-quarter per 
cent. 
Financial circles here in- 


terpret 
that 
as 
meaning 
the 


Treasury leels it would have to 
offer higher rates than that if it 
refunded in December. 


Officiate Worry 


Treasury officials worry because 


this increase 
in interest 
rates 


means that the cost of carrying 
the publi^ debt is growing, adding 
just that much more to what the 
government spends each year. 


Some of them complain that the 


Federal 
Reserve 
Board, if it 


chose, could get the^ Treasury off 
the hook easily by turning a "tight 
money maiket" into an easy one- 


through agreeing to buy up any 
government bond offered on the 
market. 


Member banks could then sell 


their bonds profitably to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks, and get mon- 
ey to meet all the demands of bor- 
rowers—both private and govern- 
mental. 


The Federal Reserve Board, 


however, considers this easy mon- 
ey policy inflationary— contends it 
costs the country much more in 
price inflation than it saves the 
Treasury in interest payments. 


Kefuse to Peg 


And so the board has refused to 


peg government bond 
prices at 
agree to 
par or better— that is, 
buy up all offered. 


The money market' is tight right 


now for several reasons. 
One is 


seasonal. At this time of year 
there is a demand for credit to 
cover harvesting of crops 
and 


processing and distribution of food. 
Businessmen seek credit to pro- 
duce and stock fall and winter 
merchandise. 


This year industry wants money 


to finance its record expansion of 
plant and equipment. 


Adds to Demand 


And since spring the Treasury 


has been borrowing, adding still 
more to the demand for money. 


Short term interest rates have 


risen. 
Earlier in the year 
the 


Treasury paid 1.6 per cent on Us 
01-day bills. Now it pays 1 86 per 
cent or better. 
In 
1954-55 the 


Treasury will have a total of 33 
billion dollars of obligations ma- 
turing.

WASHINGTON, (AP) —Iran is a 
and of a few rich men and vast 
mob of the ignorant poor. Of the 
16 million people there, only 1,- 
600,000 can read and write. 


The rich landowners and mer- 


chants are among the wealthiest 
in the world. 
Some single fami- 


lies own hundreds of villages with 
the surrounding land worked by 
peasants as sharecroppers. 


Iranian parliament m e m b e r s 


mostly repiesent the rich. 


Although Iran has a tax law, 


practically no taxes are paid. So 
long as the British were in Iran, 
piping out oil, the country man- 
aged to squeak by. The British 
gave the government a 
royalty 


which amounted to about one-third 
of Iran's revenue. The rest came 
from customs duties and other 
sources. 


Revenue Vanishes 


When Premier Mohammed Mos- 


sadegh kicked the British out 20 
months ago and nationalized the 
oil industry, one-third of Iran's 
revenue disappeared. The Iranian 
government's income began to dry 
up. 


If the rich Iranians paid some 


taxes, the government's 
finances 


would have taken a healthier turn. 
Parliament didn't vote taxes on 
them. The Iranian economy went 
from bad to worse.

The fact that the 
Republicans under the leadership 
of Hiiam Johnson and Henry Cab- 
ot Lodge have since been ci edited 
with dealing death blows to the 
league is questioned by Dr. Craw- 
ford. 


He said President Wilson primar- 


ily invited the opposition encounter- 
ed by not having representatives 
of the senate or Republican party 
accompany him to the hearings. 
He stated that the UN should not 
be condemned for the misuse of Its 
channels, 
citing 
the 
much-used 


Russian veto. 


Inasmuch as no nation would for- 


feit its veto light, there can be no 
thought of denying others the same 
piivilege. it was pointed «ut by Dr. 
Ciawfoid. He advised Americans 
to nurtuie and practice the art of 
patience, which is not a character- 
istic Ameiican virtue. He defended 
the tiuce talks stating the prime 
danger lies in the possibility of 
Russia, through truculence and 
duplicity, stumbling into a situa- 
tion which would make total war 
inevitable. 


Rev. •Inhiifcun Disagrees 


Rev. Johnson disagreed 
most 


iieaitily with Dr. Crawford as to 
the practice of patience being ad- 
visable. He, stated that Russians 
aie so organized and controlled 
:hat mistakes are rare. Russia, 
Rev. Johnson said, planned and are 
accomplishing conversion of China 
by total destruction of all intelli- 
gent peoples who might organize 
against them; thirty seven million 


reportedly eliminated in two yearn 
through executions, starvation and 
suicide. 


"Are Americans mature enough 


to comprehend, to act and to save 
us from the volcano on which we 
sit?" Rev. Johnson 
asked. 
He 


stated that the UN has failed to 
halt the continuity of the conquest 
of China by Russia during the past 
seven years. 


Immediately after the signing of 


the UN chaiter, Russia moved 
tioops into Manchuria, pledging to 
remove them in 90 days, and they 
are still there, reported Rev. John- 
son. 


Gen. Marshall was sent to com- 


pel a coalition of the Nationalist 
and Communist forces and six 
ttuces were made protecting the 
Communists from defeat, accord- 
ing to Rev. Johnson. He said Amer- 
ican aid was cut off and for four 
yeais the Nationalists fought on 
with the equivalent of eight-month 
supplies by American standards. 


He believes no peace negotia- 


tions possible except through ap- 
peasement and concession as long 
as Russia occupies the territory 
now held. In closing he cited the 
vast amount of literatuie published 
and released by the Institute of 
Pacific relations, which fills our 
schools, libraries and state depart- 
ment distributing centers. 


Faith NecpHimry 


Showalter spoke of the great ad- 


vance science has made in curing 
the human ills of the world. He 
feels the U.S. must not lose its 
faith, hope and charity for the 
world; that we must maintain our 
heritage or perish, and that the 
UN appeals to him as a resuscita- 
tion of these ideals. 


Mrs. Dempsey likened the U.S.

Britain 
left them on their own. but the 
U.S. intervened, stated Mrs. Prath- 
er. 


Hyer descilbed the UN as a 


dream of international good-will, 
an organ or concept seen through 
a haze of propaganda, a dreatri"' 
which might have some merit, but 
at present is ineffectual. As th»^ 
present must be the major concern 
he feels if present issues remain; 
unsolved there could well be no 
future. 


Hia aspect was the relation of 


the U.S. to the UN and stated it is 
such that the American Bar Asso- 
ciation has gone on record against 
it. Sen. Bricker, he cited, has in- 
troduced a resolution to amend 
our constitution to prevent a treaty 
from becoming: the law of our 
land. 


Hyer said the Yalta agreement, 


Potsdam, Marshall plan and Dum- 
barton 
Oakes conference were 


fraudulently sold to the people of 
America as peace measures. He 
stated the 
futility of the UN

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'Get-Out'the-Vote* Campaign 
An Old Idea, But a Good One 


An outfit called The American Heritage Foundation 


comes along with an old idea which looks good and some new 
figures which look bad.' 


The old idea is that people lucky enough to live in a 


country where they can vote should do it. 


The new figures—new to us, at least—are comparisons 


of the number of people who vote here and in other countries, 
and the figures make us look pretty bad. 


In 1948, for instance, only 51 per cent of the people in 


this country eligible to vote did so. But in 1948 in Italy 89 
per cent of the eligibles voted. 


In England last year the figure was 83 per cent. The 


year before in Belgium it was 90 per cent. In Canada, 75 per 
cent of the eligibles voted in 1949. In-Sweden last year it 
was 80 per cent. 


Furthermore, our voting record has been getting worse 


for about the last three-quarters of a century. In 1880, for 
instance, 78.4 per cent of the eligibles" in this country voted. 
It had dropped to 73.5 per cent in 1900. When women voted 
for the first time in 1920 it dropped to what must have been 
an all-time low of 49.3 per cent.

Of the approximately 95 million persons eligible to vote 


in the United States in 1948, only about 60 million even both- 
ered to register. And 48,680,416 actually went to the polls. 


What accounts for this poor performance? The Founda- 


tion lists what it believes are the reasons. For one thing, 
too many people thjnk their "one little old vote" can't make 
any difference one way or the other. 


Some are hopeless, because they think things are so bad, 


and others are indifferent, because they feel things are go- 
ing well enough. 


Some don't vote because they're confused *by too many 


complex issues. 


Others are uninterested because they believe the issues 


aren't sharply enough, defined. 


Still others are too busy with daily affairs that seem 


more important than voting. <•

The Foundation is out to lick these things, and it seems 


off to a good start. It has some 50 non-partisan organiza- 
tions- enrolled in a get-out-the-vote campaign for November, 
and it hopes to'get others. 


The present mes include the American Legion, the 


Daughters of the American Revolution, Jewish War Vet- 
erans, U. S. Junior Chamber of Commerce, Kiwanis Inter- 
national, and National Retail Dry Goods Association. 


On its board of trustees, as officers and members, are 


such men as Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman of the board of 
the Chase National Bank; William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor:- Edward L. Ryerson, chair- 
man of the board of Inland Steel, and Philip Murray, /presi- 
dent of the Congress of Industrial Organizations. 


The Heritage Foundation has an elaborate and detailed 


program all set to get rolling,'and it has no ax to grind ex- 
cept to get out the biggest vote possible. You can't find 
much quarrel with an outfit that says, "We don't care which 
way you vote, just so you get out and vote." 


As a matter of fact, that strikes us as a pretty fair- 


minded and public-spirited approach.

A young woman who writes essays for the Syracuse Post-Standard 


lost her temper a few days ago and abused me for my discussions of 
the senseless antics of the delegates and the Hessian demonstrators 
at the Republican and Democratic conventions.

ally elected to go through hell to purge herself of crimes against her 
country in traitorous collusion with certain Communists, was a 
gratuitous insinuation that Miss Bentley was neurotic. Eleanor never 
had seen Miss Bentley. Eleanor is not a doctor. Yet she presumed 
to make an insulting, probably libelous. offhand, self-serving quack 
diagnosis.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Control the Discard Pile to Win 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


When you are playing for a big 


score it is not enough to win the 
first substantial discard pile. That 
is only the first battle in a cam- 
paign. The rest of the campaign 
consists in getting more cards in- 
to your partner's hand* and then 
keeping control of the discard pile 
until somebody melds out. 


There is a regular style to fol- 


low in getting additional cards in- 
to your partner's hand. The first 
principle is: Don't meld any more 
than you have to when picking up 
the pack. 


This principle can be modified a 


bit if you ptek up a really large 
pile—say, more than 30 cards. In 
such a case you would meld any 
natural canastas that happened to 
be in the pile, and you would meld 
three of any five of a kind or four 
of any six. of a kind. That is, you 
would meld anything provided you 
could still keep a natural pair in 
your hand. 


Your reason for holding a pair 


in your hand is that this prevents 
the opponents from freezing the 
pack. If you melded, the oppo- 
nents could freeze and then dis- 
card their remaining cards in that 
meld. 


Even this tactic isn't completely 


safe. Sometimes you get a large 
pack -at a time when the oppo- 
nents are threatening to meld out 
quickly. In such a case you must 
meld six of a kind rather than 
keep a pair of them in your hand. 


This gives your partner a chance 


to complete the canasta, if he has 
a seventh card, when his turn 
comes. After all, you may not get 
another chance, for the right-hand 
opponent may meld out.' 


Having melded very sparingly, 


as a general rule, your second step 
is to make a safe discard. A black 
three is best, and is usually avail- 
able when you have won a big 
pack. 


It is now up to your partner. He

fered to him by the next player. 
He 'doesn't want to pick up a two- 
card discard pile; but he will be 
happy to get six cards at his next 
turn, or 10 cards at the turn after 
that. 


To preserve his chance for the 


pack he must not meld anything— 
not even to complete a natural 
canasta. Instead, he must simply 
hold on to all of his cards except 
for the safest possible discard. 


When your own 
turn 
comes 


again, you must put dowp a few 
three-card melds. These will help 
him win the pack at a time when 
it is worth winning. Once you can 
help him get five or six additional 
cards into his hand the partnership 
can control the discard pile until 
the hand comes to an end.

Silvercruys Stevenson, founder and national president of the Minute 
Women of the USA. 


Mrs. Stevenson, internationally famous sculptor and daughter o 


the late Baron Silvercruys. one-time piesident of the Supreme Court 01 
Belgium, has left her clay and marble flat to tour the country adjur 
ing her countrywomen to get out and vote. Says she: "It's frightening 
to note that since women got the 
vote, the number of women voters 
has decreased steadily each year 
since 1920. 


"There are two million more 


women than men qualified to vote 
in this country. If every one of 
them get out and vote this fall, 
just look what we could do." 


Woman, President? 


,Mrs. Stevenson has no delusions 
about electing a woman president 
or vice president—doesn't even 
think it would be. a good idea at 
this time, even if it were possible. 
Her organization, which now num- 
bers 50,000 members in all 
-18 


states, is pledged simply to get out 
the women's vote. 


Their principles are to uphold 


the Constitution, and each member 
takes the following pledge: 


"I pledge in honor to vote in 


every election for the best interests 
of my country." 


In addition the women uphold 


such things as economy in gov- 
ernment, fair taxes, free enter- 
prise and patriotic teaching in the 
schools. 


Airs. Stevenson started the or- 


ganization with a small meeting of 
her Connecticut neighbors in the 
fall of 1949. She says: 


'.'All of us were conscious of the 


same feeling of uncertainty and 
fear among women all over the 
country, so we got together to talk 
things over and see what we could 
do. The decision was that the only 
way itny citizen could hope to have 
a voice in running his country was 
to get out and vote. If you won't 
take the trouble to vote, you have 
no kick coming."

masks and 
rescued 
comrades 


trapped by smoke and 
flames. 


Their .skipper called it an "in- 
spiring performance." 


The Navy here said the fire and 


explosions injured 32. The injury 
toil reported in Washington was 
72. but a Navy spokesman here 
said that probably included those 
temporarily overcome by smoke 
but not injured. 


The Washington account differed 


in other respects. The Navy de- 
partment said one exploding jet 
plane touched off the disaster and 
12 other planes were destroyed. 


Headquarters said the cause was 


undetermined and did not reveal 
extent of the damage. 


Sears Hanger Deck 


The fire and explosions seared 


the 27,000-ton flattop's hangar deck 
—the level immediately below the 
flight deck. 


A Naval court of inquiry was 


ordered to investigate. Rear Adm. 
Herbert C. Regan, commander of 
Carrier Division One, was appoint- 
ed its senior •officer.

Gurney, the skipper, said the Box- 
er was able to carry on its mission, 
the carrier was sent to Japan for 
repairs.

doctor and two hospitalmen who 
braved nearby flames to care for 
wounded shipmates. An exploding 
shell got them. One man was lost 
overboard. Helicopters and small 
boats rescued 62 others who were 
forced into the sea by the choking 
smoke and flames. 


Seconds after the first fir« was 


discovered, the Navy said, smoke, 
names and explosions filled the 
hangar deck.

In the engineroom, perspiring 


, rowmen wore oxygen masks and 
stin K to their posts. 


The injured and smoke-stricken 


streamed to emergency medical 
facilities set up in the wardroom 
and on the flight deck. Sailors and 
seagoing Marines lined up to offer 
blood. 


In midafternoon, after the flames 


had been quelled, Capt. Gurney 


broadcast over the loudspeaker: 


"Today I witnessed the most in- 


spiring performance of my life. 
Your unhesitating willingness to 
push into the inferno to save your 
ship and your shipmates was a 
supreme test of valor and devotion 
to duty. We shall carry on as our 
beloved shipmates, now lost, would 
have wished us to do." 


The ship was expected to arrive 


at the U.S. Naval base at Yoko- 
suka, Japan, Saturday. The car- 
rier Bon Homme Richard was or- 
dered to take the Boxer's place off 
Korea.
